They have form-
ed an opinion that the regatta will be
given in any event and they will reap
the benefits without contributing, An
other effort will=be made Monday, and
i the same disposition s wade mani-
fest, mn seems apparent, the regatta will
be ealled off, This is to be regretted,
s purticularly noticable in the lower
It s & well known fpet that after the
flshing senson closes over one million
dollars will be paid out te the fishermen,
If no regatta is held, these men will go

(to Portland where sttractions will be
offered and where they will spend their

money, The result will be that all or
most all of the money pald "oul "at the
end of the fshing season will betaken
to Portland and Astbria will suffer this
fall und winter.

It is certainly poor “business policy
and poor pusiness judgement tesot only
refuse to contribute, but to antagonize
the commitlee in their efforts, There
has never been & more opportune time
in the history of the eity for holding a
regntta,  Thousands of Eastern people
will visit Oregon this full. many of whom
wonld come to Astoria to witness the
altrnctions that can not be furnished
by the East or middle West, It would
not only mean the bringing of a large
number of people to Astoria, but the ex-
penditire of a large amourt of money
of which every business man in Astoria,
in whatever avoention he might be en.
gaged, wonll reap a direct or indirect
benefit,  Astoria is pecullarly situated.
A lnrge proportion of the money paid
out eyery month seeks the channels of
tinde which flow out of Astoria, with no
resource to either retain or bring the
money back. United efforts on the part
of every business man, every citizen s
required to maintain  our commercinl
supremncy and provide ndequate means
for carrying on the business of the eity.
When the smalt minority refidse to con
tribute a few paltry dollars to bring
thousands here in order that all may
reap & benefit, it ahows a wanton dis-
position of retaliation that will not
meet with the approval even of the con-
servative element.
